Report  of 

BOARD  of  EDUCATION 

To  THK  ClTIZKNS  OF  X  K\V  I. ON  DON:  — 

Your  School  Hoard  siihinits  the  tolluwiu)^  report: 
Hour  of  our  schools  have  beeu  in  session  thirty 
weeks  durini;  the  year.  In  the  winter  term  the  school 
at  Pleasant  street  closed  one  week  earlier  on  account  of 
illness  anionj^  the  pupils.  In  the  spring  a  school  was 
opened  at  the  West  with  Miss  Julia  Todd  as  teacher. 

Miss  Merta  Underhill  was  hired  for  the  fall  and 
winter  terms  at  Pleasant  street,  and  Miss  Nellie  Shana- 
han,  a  noimal  graduate  and  experienced  teacher,  was 
obtained  for  the  school  at  El  kins.  The  work  of  both  of 
these  teachers  was  satisfactory.  In  the  rest  of  the 
schools  tlie  old  teachers  were  retained  throughout  the 
year. 

At  the  close  (;f  the  spring  term  the  Hoard  asked 
President  Horace  McKean  to  he  i)resent  at  the  examin- 
ations of  the  several  schools,  and  eleven  of  the  ])U])ils 
were  accepted  by  him  to  enter  the  Academy. 

The  writing  books  have  been  changed  to  the  Medial 
slant,  which  is  used  in  the  Academy. 

Nichol's  arithmetics  have  taken  the  place  of  Milne's. 
We  believe  they  tend  to  develop  the  reason  ;ind  make 
pupils  more  inde])endent. 

The  ff)llowing  repairs  ha\e  been  made,  part  ot  the 
work  being  begun  last  year:  A  chimney  built  and  floor 
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laid  at  Elkiiis;  the  school  room  at  Burpee  Hill  papered 
and  painted,  roof  shingled  at  Pleasant  street,  a  new 
step  at  Colby  Hill,  some  plastering  at  Low  Plain,  and  a 
•  new  flag  at  the  West. 

The  school  enumerator,  John  K.  Law,  reports  89 
school  children,  47  boys  and  42  girls. 

In  closing  the  Board  wish  to  say,  we  have  tried  to 
do  our  best.  Not  as  many  visits  have  been  made  as  we 
wished,  but  the  reasons  preventing  were  unavoidable. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  Mrs.  Lennie  J.  Mes- 
ser  resigned,  and  John  D.  Pingree  was  appointed  to 
take  her  place. 

We  hope  the  town  will  think  seriously  and  favor- 
ably of  the  article  in  the  warrant  about  a  superintend- 
ent of  schools. 

If  two  or  three  or  more  towns  could  unite,  making 
a  district  to  have  a  superintendent  who  could  afford  to 
put  his  whole  time  on  the  schools,  we  believe  much  bet- 
ter work  could  be  done. 

In  most  cases  we  and  our  teachers  have  received 
hearty  support  from  the  parents.  To  others  w^e  would 
like  to  say,  it  is  rather  perplexing  to  know  just  how  to 
please  everyone.  Some  parents  refuse  to  send  their  pu- 
pils a  few  rods  farther  to  a  larger  school  without  being 
paid  more  than  the  regular  price,  while  others  refuse  to 
send  theirs  to  a  small  school,  thus  making  it  impossible 
to  keep  this  school  open  to  suit  the  first  party.
